Big Dealer of Playthings Says Import-
ers Are Heavily Stocked—Fac-
tories Now Busy

There are plenty of toys now on hand
Philadeiphin bopsts of one of the Inrgest
toy factories In the world, and Importars,
although somewhat embarrassed by their
Ihability 1o got toya out of Germany, due
to the British embargo, any they will not

be anrlounly affected

Henry G. Schwarg, of the Arm of G. A
Behwars, 1008 Choestnot  atrest,  which
makes and tmports hundreds  of varietion
of toys for the delight of the “kiddies” in
the elty, I responeible for the above
statemeont

Mr. Bohwarg smiled when shown dles
patehes from Washington which wsiated
thnt the State Department’s ngents wars
oxpectin®g the toy Importers to bring thelr
Influence nnd propstirs o boar on the
Britleh Government, and thus heip this
Government Induce Great Britaln to ralse
the embargoe on German toya destined
for the youngsters of the Unlted States.
“Wae have beon trying for n fong time
to hinve thin embargo lifted,” he sald,
“but our fatlure hasn't seriously affected
the Imports of toya to date. All toys
thatl were ordered and pald for, up untll
March 4, were recolved In thin country
by June 16.
“Of covrme, We are embarrassed wome-
what with certaln clisses of toys, but
for the most part toy Importers are hoav-
Iy stooked now with goods they ordered
In anticlpation of just stieh an embargo,"
The faotory which Mr. Bohwars refoerred
tis In that of A, Bchoonhot & Co., Sepviva
wiel Adamn  streeta, manufacturers of
waoullen dolls and toys. He sald that this
factory did the largest export business
It the United States, shipplig most of
Ity toys Into Berlin,
The class of toys which Germany ships
to the United States, he explnined, are
those whicth are made by hand, ““The
Gorman  toymaker,” Mr, Schwarz sald,
Ydoesn’t eat meat ns often an hilg co-
warkman in the United Statew. He dopan't
ko to the moving pletures as often, and
he docsn't get the wakes by a third.
Consequently, despite o & por cent. duty
ol German toys, we are able to Import
them choaper than they can be manu-
factured here.”
It s pointed out, however, that, despite
the cheapness of Gorman toys, the toys
manufactured In the Tnited States ars
far superior in point of excellence and
workmnnehip. Only the best grade of
wond, palnts and mechaninm are used In
the manufacture of Amerlcan toys, For
Instanee, the aprings In o toy rallrond
trin mnde In Germany are of bt and
Inut but n short time, while the springs
mnde In the United States for the samae
purpose are of siesl wire and will -atand
the hardest Kind of usage at the hands
of the ehild,
Another point that is made in faver of
the Amerlcan-mnde tova Is that they are
Inmtructive nsd well ab useful to the aver-
age chlild who Is glven an opportunity
to diapiay any mechanienl geniun
The Miltan  Bradioy Company, ‘of
Bpringfield, Masw, which has A branch
offlos at 120 Arch street, Is one of the
largost manufacturers of toy plotura
brolts, noimals and paints, and |ts prod-
uets nra known throughout the world,
Few German compantes can compete with
